Others Will Be Sent Across the Cor­ 


rid o r— Leg islature Now Closing Up 


Many Gaps. 


Indianapolis, March 2.—Silently slip-, 
ping into unmarked g raves are two 
hundred and six ty-three senate bills. 
No more senate bills will be passed 
by the senate during this session of 
the leg islature, for it would be of no 
avail. 
The senate leaders came to 
this conclusion a day or two ag o and 
quietly shut off all further action on 
the senate bills, forcing the upper 
body to devote all of its time to house 
bills and platform measures. 
Three days is the minimum time for 
a bill to g et effective action when sent 
from the senate to the house, which 
is now jammed with senate measures 
already passed, and with its own bills. 
The failure of so many bills this ses- 
slion is making a taking point for 
those who favor the provision of the 
new proposed constitution for a ses­ 
sion of 100 days. There are many bills 
of no small mag nitude among those 
which were born in the senate and 
which will die by the wayside. 


Free Emp loyment Bureaus. 
The house passed by a vote of 60 to 
30 the bill providing for the abolition 
of the present department of inspec­ 
tion and the state labor commission 
and for the establishment of a com­ 
mission combining the work of the 
two. 
This was a platform measure 
and was made a caucus ag reement. 
The bill providing for the establish­ 
ment of free employment bureaus in 
aecond class cities was also passed. 
This bill provides that the superinten­ 
dents of these bureaus shall be ap­ 
pointed by the chief of the bureau of 
statistics and that they shall receive 
a salary of 
a year each. 
The Beal-Shively employers’ liabil­ 
ity bill, the Democratic platform meas­ 
ure, passed the house, 63 to 18 , with­ 
out amendment. Consideration of the 
senate bill to require that persons 
fishing outside their home counties 
should be required to have a license, 
provoked ex tended debate from both 
sides, and the 
measure was finally 
killed. 
Among the other bills passed 
W’ere the employers’ liability bill, the 
uniform accounting amending bill, and 
the bill to reg ulate the minimum 
wag es of teachers. 
Saved the Accounting Law. 
The house voted by a vote of 62 to 
32 to save the uniform accounting law 
in its present form with the ex ception 
of such amendments as in the opinion 
of the g overnor and the chief ex am­ 
iners oug ht to be made to it. 
The 
amendments in the measure, as it 
passed both the house and senate, pro­ 
vide for less publicity concerning re­ 
ports on shortag es found, places the 
prosecution of claims under the short­ 
ag es reported in the hands of the pros­ 
ecuting attorneys, the g overnor and 
attorney g eneral reserving the rig ht to 
assume control at any time; reduces 
the pay of the field ex aminers from 
$10 a day to $^, g ives the chief ex ­ 
aminers, and the state board of ac­ 
counts power to effect settlements, 
and provides that an accused official 
shall be g iven a hearing before pub­ 
licity is g iven any report, and an addi­ 
tional thirty days In which to make a 
settlement. 
j 
A house amendment to the voters’ 
reg istration bill removed the objec­ 
tionable restrictions imposed on reg is­ 
tration as the bill left the senate, and 
left the way clear for a voter to have 
equal opportunity to reg ister at any of 
the proposed three meeting tim£ s of 
the board of reg istration-^either in 
the May, the September or the Octo­ 
ber sitting 
The hill is framed to pro­ 
tect the leg al electorate ag ainst the 
“floater’’ or the imported voter by pro­ 
viding for a reg istration eix months 
before an election in order to estab­ 
lish residence in the county, and one 
thirty days before the election, in or­ 
der to establish residence in the pre­ 
cinct. 
Senator Durre of Evansville suc­ 
ceeded in tacking on to Senator Green- 
well’s bill for raising the salary of the 
county auditor of Allen county to $10,- 
000 a year an amendment to raise the 
salaries of the auditors of Vanderhurg . 
Vig o and St. Joseph counties to $10,- 
000. 
The amendment was attached 
over a vig orous protest from Senator 
Carleton of Vanderhurg count)', 


Indiana’s Centennial.

Marshall has sig ned the bill creating 
a centennial commission to erect an 
educational building in celebration of 
Indiana’s admission to the Union, and

Washington, March 2.—By a vote of 
46 to 40 the senate refused to unseat 
William Lorimer of Illinois. 
This 
brings to a close, at least so far as the 
p resent congress is concerned, a fight 
that has been waged for almost a year 
against the Illinois senator on the 
charge that his election to the senate 
was accomp lished by bribery. 
Sena­ 
tor Lorimer was saved by the votes of 
men who will retire from the senate 
on March 4. 
Nearly every one of the 
lame ducks voted for him. 
Lorimer’s 
op p onents ap p arently do not intend to 
end their fight. 
Some of them have 
been hinting that new testimony will 
be p roduced in the nex t session and 
an attemp t will be made to reop en the 
case up on this. 
It will be p ractically 
imp ossible, however, to p ut Lorimer 
on trial again before the senate unless 
strongneW evidence is p roduced. 


Sce ne W as an Impre s s iv e One . 
The vote in the senate was closer 
than had been anticip ated. 
The call­ 
ing of the roll was one of the most 
imp ressive scenes in years. 
Every 
senator but three was in his seat. 
The accused senator himself was on 
the floor, somewhat p ale, but as calm 
as ever, until a few minutes before 
the roll call began. 
All eyes in the 
galleries were focussed (on him, but 
that did not deter him, shortly before 
the hour of the vote, from arising and 
delivering a sp irited rebuke to Sena­ 
tor Owen of Oklahoma, who was sup ­ 
p osed to he saying 
the final word 
against Lorimer. The Illinois senator 
in tense tones accused the Oklahoma 
senator of conducting 
“ a camp aign of 
telegrams” against 
him, of wiring 
about the country in an effort to get 
eleventh-hour rep lies intended to p rej­ 
udice the senate against statements 
made bl him. 
Then the vice p resi­ 
dent’s gavel fell and he announced 
that the hour had arrived for 
a vote 
on the p ending resolution. 


Atte ntion Ce nte re d on Cullom. 
The resolution was the one intro­ 
duced by Senator Beveridge, which 
declares the Lorimer election illegal 
and his title to a seat invalid. 
The 
crowd in the chamber seemed almost 
breathless as the clerk called the 
name of Aldrich, the first on the roll. 
The Rhode Island senator was one of 
three who were absent, ex cep ting, of 
course, Senator Lorimer himself, who 
had retired to one of the anti-rooms. 
The other* two absentees were Terrell 
of Georgia, who was away on account 
of illness, and Frazier of Tennessee, 
who has been called to the deathbed 
of his mother. 
The attention of the senate was cen 
tered at the beginning of the roll call 
up on Senator Cullom, Mr. Lorimer’s 
colleague from Illinois. 
A number of 
■enators had been wavering on the 
case, and it was conceded by the Lori­ 
mor p eop le that Cullom’s vote likely 
would carry several with It. The ven­ 
erable Illinois senator answered a fee­ 
ble “no” when his name was called, 
thus registering his vote in sup p ort of 
Lorimer. 
The Lorimer forces gave a 
sigh of relief as the Cullom vote was 
recorded.

Cincinnati, March 2.—When he filed 
in the court of common p leas an affi­ 
davit charging Judge Frank M. Gor­ 
man with “bias and p rejudice,” George 
B. Cox took the first step in his fight 
against the indictments charging him 
with p erjury.
